It Is a hit astonishing to learn from 
un official source that the m ost fa 
mons, extensive and beautiful munici­ 
pal park In the world yields a larger 
revenue in monVy to th** city In which 
it is located than tho cost of main* 
kilning Ii, 
It cost the city of Farts 
$142,000 to care for tho Bois de Bou­ 
logne last year, and tho revenue from 
th** rental of the numerous pavilions 
in the park, where all Baris takes tea 
and dim s In summer, was $17.4,000. 
The expediency of thus making a 
great public park yield a large reve­ 
nue from private concessions may he 
open to question, hut so long as they 
add to the attractions of the pnrk they 
ar** quite permissible from tile public 
viewpoint. 
The particularly notable 
thing about this showing is that the 
total expense of m aintaining this beau­ 
tiful park, w hich contains 2,250 acres, I 
is only $142,000,
